London, August 25. 


The list of saved from the R.38 is as follows Commander Wann, | -

{ An earlier message states that the sole American saved 
sneenmbed to injuries, reducing the oumber of the surrivers to four. 
Ts will bo observed that in the above list the only American is 
stated to be uninjured. 


: The Commander's Explanation. 


Commander Wann. who commanded the R.3S, is seriously burnt, 
bat is progressing favourably. Interviewed at the infrmaryr he 


id: 
“The whole thing happened in five seconds. Nothing happened 
till we were leaving Hnl for the sea en toute to Pulham: then there 
was suddenty a violent crack. I felt the foremost car, from which 
. 1 was controlling the ship, fall and rise again ata high angle. I 
pulled over all the water ballast possible to right is: then came a biz 
‘ explosion, which probably killed many of the crew. If 
jumped out of the car as it entered the walor, and was 
under the wreckage for fifteen minutes. I do not know how I 
was rescued, as Iwas unconscious when picked up. Tho ship 
did a foll-power trial all right, and when returning we. reduced 
speed from sixty tofifty knots near Hull. Possibly “geveral cirders 
broke owing te some structural weakness, but it was ‘impossible to 

. tL Lam not awarethat there was any fire before the explosian.”

Conjecture as to Cause of Catastrophe. 


_Air Mivistry officials are still quite in the dark to-day as re- 

. wards the cause af the disaster to the R.OS. One opined that the 
nigh-speed.trials possibly led to weakening of the girder, putting a 
yreater strain upon the other girders, and thus causing tbe co!lapse 

of the envelope: or the breaking of the metal in any part, not itself 
fatal, might bave caused a spark which igaited the gases. The R.38 
“carried parachutes for esch member of the crew ard the 
officials. . 

; The American Naval Attache’s office said that they were not 
in a position to niakeg statement on the disaster, as theairship had 
not been handed overto them. They were simply concerned with 

the disposal of the bodies of the Am- rican victims. 

A telegram from Hull stares that large quantities of wreckage 
l:ave bean carried upthe Hu:mber by the tide, and it is expected that 
taast of the bodies will be recovered in the upper reaches. 

His Majesty's Condolence.

Survivor's Thrilling Story. 

The survivor Bateman, a representative ofthe National Physical 
Laboratory. in the course of a thrilling story of the accident, dwelt on 
the heroism of Flying Officer Wicks. in charge of thewireless, who 
remained at his post tending messages until burned todeath. © 

“Foremost Designer in the U.h.” Among the Victims. 

Another ofthe missing is Mr. Campbell, Superintendent of the 

Royal Airship Works, who was to have accompanied the airship to 
the United States. Ie wus chief designer and superintendent of the 
construction of the RS, and was recognised as the foremost airship 
eesigoer in the United Kiogdom. 

Among the missing is Major Pritchard (see EarlierCables), wko 
represented the Air Ministry aboard the R.38. 


Sympathy of the U.S. Navy. 


The United States Navy has seot a message to theAir Ministry 
of the deepest sympathy, and hoping that the early reports as regards 
the loss of life will prove to be exaggerated. The Air Ministry has 
taplied gratefully acknowledging the message and deploring the 
sacrifice ofs0 many gsllant Americans. 

The Air Ministry i is openiog a searching enquiry immediately, 
possibly. beginning investigations to-day. 

American Technical Opinion. 
New York, August 25, 

The approachingAtlantic fight of the H.38 recently monopolised 
public attention, being the principal feature in all the newspapers. 
‘The news of the disaster desceuded like a thunderbolt and left 
people appalled. This morning's papers are filled with descriptions 
of the disaster and photographs and sketches of the ill-fated craft 
and the officers. 

In the course ofa leader the World says that the theory of the 
dirigible remains essentially sound end will not be absndoued, but 
the production af an inexpensive non-inflammable gas must precede 
further rapid development. 

Mr, (2) Moffett, Chief of the Naval Bureau of Asronautics, is 
teported to have declared that the brave men will not have lost their 
lives in vain. "“Wo'shall carry on building as many dirigibles as 
Congress authorises.” 

-' The Navy Department bas suffered a severe blow, since the 
disaster means greater handicaps than ever in Obtaining Congres- 
sional authorisation for further.developments. Flyingoffice s opine 
that the disaster was accentuated by the inflammable hydrogen with 
which the airship wasfilled. It is noteworthy that the Navy intended 
to use non-ioflammable heliunt gas when the vezeal reached the 
United States. . 
New Zealand Premier’s Remark. 

London, August 25. 

' The Right Hon. W. F. Massey (Premier of New Zealand), who 
‘was leaving Euston for New Zealand, said that the 2.38 disaster 
would throw the development of commercial airships back many 
years. “ We wentedto prove by the trans-Atlantic flight of the R.38 
that the idee was practicable,” he said.

EARLIER TELEGRAMS. 


THE AIRSHIP DISASTER. ; 
‘ London, Aug. 23. 
the airship carried thirty-two British, 
nineteen other ranks and five civilian 
experts. There were seventeen ‘Americans on board, of whom six 
were offcers and eleven other ranks. Altogezher five are reported 
to have been saved from forty-nine, but it is cnofcially learned that 
e sole American survivor 
the four others comprise Commander Wara and another, Doth of 
whom are injured and two uninjared. . 

The last communications from the airship were a 
message despatched. at five o'clock announcing the intention to land | 
at Howden at 6.30 o'clock and finally s routine message flashed 
at 5.31 Commander Louis Maxfield was among the killed He 
commanded on American naval station at Painbeuf, France, during 
the war. Flight-Lieat. Commander Wana accomplished a-remarkable 
feat not only in bravery bat im airmazship, diverting the descent 
whereby the vessel fell into the water instead of the city. : 

News of the appalling disaster to R.38, which first reached 
London in the shape of private mesaages, quickly spread to the 
West End, causing a painful sensation. Late editions of the aews- 
papers were hastily issued but the majority of the péople had left for 
home unawareoftheterribleoccurrenceuntil the arrival of the morning 
dailies, which gave fall illustrations connected with the tragedy. 
Leaders, deploring the tragedy, dwell on the great grief shared by 
British and Americans and describe the deaths of the crews aa equally 
honorable a3 soldiers in battle. Rumours’ concerning the air- 
worthiness of the R.38 were circulated some days before the disaster. 
The origin is uncertain but was sufficient to lead an American 
Embdasy official to inform an interviewer that the authorities had 
the utmost confidence ih her. He admitted that in the early trials 
she showed a tendency towards buckling but stated that had been 
remedied and denied that she had bumped and damaged herself badly. 

The wreck lies half 2 mile sstthwards of Corporation Pier in 
two portions and is invisable at high tide. Oneof the survivers— 
Leading Aircraftsman Davies—describing the accident, said it was 
all over in a moment... The petre] tanks exploded, volumes. of smoke 
and fire issued therefrom and some men jursped overboard, but he 
stuck to the ship and went down with the stern section, which stuck 
foo a little sand bank where he was rescued. Some poor fellows had 
no chance whatever, particularly those in the contro] car. At the 
time of the disaster R.33 was to carry out har fourth long trial, with 
additional modifications rendered necessary from experience in 
actual ‘fying. The third trial on July 17th lasted mine hours when 
a speed of fifty knots was easily obtained during the flight. It was 
found that the girders amidships: weakened. ‘The flight was never- 
theless continged and as a result of the experience th® girders were 
subsequentiy reinforced.

The doctrine of acupuncture, 
or of healing through pricking 
with needles, is productive of un- 
cold. misery.

This cannot 
be attributed to inadequate pro- 
vision for premedical traming, 
which can be easily obtained in 
Peking, Shanghai, Hongkong, and 
all the larger cities. It is iuter 
esting to note, for comparison, 
that the University’ of Toronto 
has an entering class in the 
medical. school of 416 students, 
who will work in a country. of 
about eight mililons, already 
well-stocked with doctors.

péople to doubt whether, after all, 
the medical profession is 80 very 
degrading. The raising of a des- 
pised trate to the levol of a digni- 
fied profession requires long and 
sustained effort throughout. the 
country, but until it has been 
accomplished, we cannot hope 
for asy real development of 
modern medicine in China. 

The people generally look upon 
disease and sickness in an ap- 
athetic and fatalistic way, beliey- 
ing thatitis a visitation of Pro- 
vidence in punishment. for their 
transgression», or.at any tate that 
it ia the will of God, as our fore- 
fathers thought in Earope several 


hundred ‘years ego, and some 


continue to. think. While such 
views prevail there can be no real 
ess. This tendency to shift 


willbe very difficult to correct, 
They are handicapped also by 
certain customs, like foot-binding:

No greater mistake could be 
made.

NO WOMEN JURORS IN 
GERMANY. 


Adverse Vote of Convention. 

The position of woman in 
Germany has improved, but not 
quite to the extent desired by 
extreme Fominists, states 
Borlin report. The question ot 
her admissibility to the office of 
jodge in the eriminal- courts is 
tateresting with regard to Englisn 
arguments concerning her posgi- 
bilities as jorywomeo. The 
convestion of German jurists has, 
after = heated debate in which no 
faminine voice was heard, decided 
that there can be no attempt at 
reform in thisroatter which would 
not be fraught with the direst 
consequences. Afcer a number 
of leading physicians had given 
a dovastating list of tempera- 
tental deficiencies, 2, resolution 
was passed proving her inadmis- 
sibility ‘either. to the office of 
jorywoman and magistrate.

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THE HOLOCAUST. 


Nearly five years have passed sinve that dramatic day 
inthe autumn of -1916 when Englishmen frst witnessed 
the terrible spectacle of a flame-enveloped Zeppelin crashing 
to earth. Tifé circumstances attending that event were 
vastly difierent from those associated with the appalling 
disaster to the R. 35. In the one case we were at war with 
a ruthless foe, and terrible menaces had to be countered by 
drastic retaliation. In the case of the R. 35. an Admiralty 
airsbip sold to the United States. we had initiated the 

“personnel of a” friendly and kindred Power with every 
indication of success. Yet “the aerial triumph of the 
world,” which was to have started at-the week-end ona 
triumphant voyage to its new home across the Atlantic, Hes 
a blackened ‘remnant, all but four of the 47 onboard. it 
is reported, having perished. among them the flower of the 
British-air service. The deepest commisseration of all 
hearts will go but to the relatives of the callant navigators, 
British and American.. Deep thanks are due tothe com- 
mander of the R. 35 for steering the flaming mass away 

' from the centre of the city to the river. ; 

The circumstances OT the disaster are svuinewhat perplex- 
ing.Originally the plan was for the R 38 to undergo a two- 
hour trial flight. after which it was to proceed from Howden. 
Yorks (the British airship’ headquarters), to Pulham in 
Norfolk. It appears that the test voyage was so 

“ successful that the captain decided to continue to Pulham. 
By direct route the distance is relatively trifling, and the 
fact that the airship was not expected at the latter place 
until late the following evening suggests that a devious 
course was adopted for experimental purposes. After 
thirty-five hours, the R. 33 had only reached as far as Hull. 
Storms and a terrific thunderstorm had arisen. Under 
these conditions the inference which suggests itself is that, 


asa matter of ordinary prudence. the navigators should 


have desisted. In a sense this is what the captain decided 
' ypon, as’a wireless message from bim intimated that the 
airship would not proceed until the clouds lifted, but 
would merely remain aloft comparatively stationary. 
This course would seem still to have exposed the vessel 
to considerable risk, but. the consideration is eminently a 
technical one. ‘There was plenty of evidence in favour of 
the vessel’s stability. Previous airships of the same type, 
. the RB 32, R 33, R 34, had given good results; there “was 
‘the vessel’s-own ‘successful trial, and, indeed, the report 
‘states that up to the moment of the holocaust.the giant 
‘gerial liner “was cruising in fine style.” One .of the 
survivors states that in taking a sharp turn a main girder 
gaye way. Prima facie this provides a distinct argument 
sgainst the rigid type, yet it’ may be.temembered that 
‘ ghortly before the war the military non-rigid ‘airehip “Beta 
collapsed on its first trial.. Aviation bas made. miraculous 


‘strides in a handful of years, but calamities‘emid (riumphs|

subject and we, ourselves, have

We published that list yesterday 
as it appeared ia the Cunton Times 
and we wore rather struck by the 
coolness with which certain de- 
mands were made. Chins’s dale- 
extes, according to these politico~ 
students, should ask that Tsingtao 
and other concessions in Shan- 
tung formerly enjosed by Ger- 
many should be unconditionally 
returned ta China, thar there 
should be opposition to the terms 
and articlaa in the Anglo 
Japanese Alliance that are de- 
trimenta! to the sovereignty of 
China, that Cansular jurisdiction 


and foreign postal rights in China 


should be abolished, tbat China 
should have returned to her the 
Custom, supervision, and that all 
Powers in receip* of the Boxer 
indemnity should. return the 
money to China for educational 
purposes. There were lots of 
other requests, too, but tha above 
selections will prove, we think, 
that there is an erroneous idea 
in the minds of thesa students as 
tothe purpose of this forthcom- 
ing Conference. That they are 
astray on their facts in maoy 
cases is proved by their refercace 
to the Anglo-Japanese Alliance; 
that they are asking for things 
they have no right to ask is 
proved by their reference to the 
Boxer indemnity. 
powers have given her their 
Boxer inderonity money shat is 
something she should be thankful 
for—not greedy about. With the 
country in the hopelessty un- 
goveraed state it is and with 
Chins so heavily mortgaged to 
foreign interests itis a little pre- 
scmptious to ask for the control 
of the Customs. Even her own 
statesmen Willadmit that it-would 
be highly inimical to foreigners to 
abolish consular jurisdiction atthe 
present time. When the Chinesa 
have demonstrated their ability 
to govern the country properly 
and when they have given cause 
for confidence in that ability they 
might reasonably ask for many 
of the things these students think 
desirable. The hope of the 
students lies in themselves, not 
in the making of premature 
requests. Aad wedon't think it 
will assist. the reaching of an 
understanding if China - con- 
tinually ingsinuztes unscrupulous- 
ness on the part of others. There 
is mach in these eleven “ques. 
tions” to which ane could take 
serious objection. 


Better times. 


“Everything points to a period 
of prosperity.” . So said Reuter 
yesterday in a cable dealing 
with the’ changing industrial 
situation at Home. For the 
past few weeks little scraps of 
news has beon filtering throuzh 
indicating that the commercial 
“slomp" is about to “pass—at 
least in its recent acute form. 
Works that have long since been 
closed down are opening again, 
the principle of reduced wages 
seems to have been acceptea by 
the workers at last—after many 
bitter struggles—anod the fallen 
price of goods seems to have sat 
in motion the wheels of industry 
once more. Matters are. of 
course, still far from normal aud 
willdoubtless remain so, but in 
view of the approaching winter it 


is distinctly encouraging to learn, 


that orders for work ate more 
abundant and that the burden on 
the state regarding unemploy- 
ment insurance and pay will bs 
less” than it’. has been 
during the immediate preceding 
months. Britain has weathered 
the storm fairly well, though she 
has emerged a groat deal worse 
off than she should bave been. 
The disastrous coal strike will 
have left-its-marks for a long 
time to coine, for every industry 
has been’ vitally affected. Ons 
cannot help thinking it a -pity 
that there has been any tamper- 
ing with the freedom of imports 
and exports, for wa sreconvinced 
that this attempted bolstering up 
of certain trades and industries 
by raeana, of a tariff is foimfcal 
to the development of trade as-a 
whole.’
